The College "Man with the taagh"—The 


"Dry Grin" the Essence of American 
Humor—The French lake Wit—Improve- 
ment in Our laughter Hoving Propensity. 
Laughter, when it is aroused by legitimate 


provocation, is such n wholesome and re- 
freshing thing that it is melancholy to watch 
the gradual atrophy of the risible faculties 
which seems to be the inevitable result of 
advancing civilization. Not many years ago 
there was an undergraduate at one of our 
universities who was blessed with so natural 
and infectious a laugh that be was regarded 
by the whole college with a certain degree of 
pride; and the dons, when entertaining a 
stranger at the high table, never failed to ex- 
plain, when the familiar sound was heard, 
"OhI that's 
, the man with the laugh." 


TVo are not aware that the man with the 
laugh has had a successor; and if this be so, 
it is a matter of unmixed regret. For one 
seldom hears a genuine laugh nowadays, and 
much o£ the phraseology of laughter is a 
mere fashion of speech. 


NO LAUGHS AS» POOK LAT7GHS. 


There are many people whose sides have 


never ached from over indulgence in the out- 
ward expression of mirth. Indeed, we believe 
that just as there are cats who cannot purr,. 
so there are unfortunate human beings who 
cannot laugh out loud. With some persons a 
wheeze or a chuckle is the utmost they can 
compass. Some men laugh habitually in fal- 
setto, which, we need hardly say, is far less 
pleasant than a laugh in the natural voice. 
And then there is what may be called "so- 
ciety" laugh, an artificial abomination almost 
as execrable as the latest fashionable mon- 
strosity, the bent elbow overhand shake. 


We remember onco to have heard a femi- 


nine laugh so painfully and regularly tuneful 
that It could literally have been reduced to 
mui.cal notation. There is also a coarse 
laugh to which we have heard the admirably 
expressive epithet of "square mouthed" ap- 
plied—a Gargantuan laugh evoked by highly 
flavored anecdotes of the gun or smoking 
room category. Love is a liberal education, 
as a Greek proverb, unconsciously imitated 
by Steele, has it, and, according to Shake- 
speare, one of its refining influences is shown 
In the matter of laughter. When a man falls 
in love, says Speed, he no longer laughs like 
a cook crowing—and Speed was by profession 
n great authority on love and laughter. 


The abatement of open laughter among us 


is possibly due in part to the tendency of the 
humorous literature of a race to whom, ac- 
cording to llr. Bryce, wo arc chiefly beholden 
for our food for mirth—the Americans. The 
essence of the modem American humor is 
what Uncle Remus calls the "dry grin." It 
was hardly so with Artemus Ward, whoso 
lecture, delivered with the most melancholy 
composure, was so agonizingly funny as to 
enable many of his auditors to realize what 
had been previously only a figure of speech. 
They laughed till they were perfectly ill. Of 
the inhabitants of Great Britain the Anglo- 
Irish have probably the greatest appreciation 
of humor, and possess tho most infectious 
laughs. 


Our cousins'the Germans enjoy a joke- 


especially a hoax—as tbeir phrase, "Es ist 
rum Tode lachen," indicates, though the j 
greatest German joker of recent tim«. j 
Saphir, was a Jew. The French are too logi- 
cal to appreciate nonsense. Wit rather than 
humor appeals to their temperament, though 
the instance of Rabelais proves the danger of 
generalization. The Turk has a great fund 
of dry humor latent in him, and enjoys a 
sedate laugh; but he has a poor opinion of 
mascaralik, or habitual fooling. At the same 
time he more than tolerates the humorous 
and generally scandalous buffooneries of 
Karogueuz (Blackface), the Turkish Pulci- 
nello. 


THE OLD BRUTALJTT AM> HORSE PLAT. 
In Persia laughter is annually evoked by 


the following rather cheap means: As a part 
of the Bairam festivities given by Persians 
of high standing, a number of Jews, who 
have been caught for the occasion, are sud- 
denly hustled into tho deep haouz, or tank, 
which is to be found in every courtyard, and 
left to struggle out, half drowned and bedrag- 
gled, amid the shrieks of the spectators. The 
negro all the world over is reputed a laughter 
loving creature, except when the outward 
manifestation of mirth is checked by the now 
found sense of dignity which accompanies 
conversion to Islam. Whatever they feel, 
the Chinese are certainly chary of expressing 
amusement in Occidental fashion. The Japan- 
ese, on the other hand, are an eminently 
cheerful and merry people. 


If, however, the tendency of civilization is 


rather to efface tho outward and physical 
symbols by which the natural man expresses 
his mirth, against this loss may bo set macy 
countervailing advantages. On the whole, 
we gratify our laughter loving propensity in 
» far more legitimate fashion than the gen- 
eration of Theodore Hook 
There is less 


brutal horse play, less indecency, less of tho 
desire to amuse ourselves at tho direct ex- 
pense, to tho discomfort or by the pain of , 
other people. 


The old Adam causes some of us to regret 


the decline of the harlequinade; but we 
should reconcile ourselves to its elimination 
by remembering that it was in great measure 
true to life. The days of pantomimic practi- 
cal joking—as drawn in the pages of "Tom 
Cringle's Log"—are over; and with the dis- 
appearance of the reality-we can cheerfully 
dispense with its mimic representation. If 
we go further back, how swinish is tho fun of 
tho Middle Ages 1 


What an infliction a court fool must have 


been in real life, and how inhuman vras tho 
practice of making playthings of dwarfs— 
always notoriously sensitive to ridicule—who 
should have been objects of pity rather than 
butts of merriment 1 Wo may laugh less 
loudly than our great-grandf athers, but our 
appreciation of a joko is not necessarily any 
tho less keen on that account. Nor is there 
any loss of virility or grit involved in this 
purging of fun of its grosser elements. A 
mania never less manly for having a pure 
Imagination.—London Spectator. 


Violet Colored Marble Columns. 


Some of the most peculiar ari'l beautiful 


marble aver brought to St. Paul has just ar- 
rived in tho shape of eight stately columns 
tor the grand entrance to the New York Life 
building, on Minnesota street These columns 
came from one of the great French quarries 
in Southern France, and tho material is 
known HM "Russia violet" The color is a soft 
violet, exquisitely polished, with large irre<ni- 
lar pieces of pure white and gray marble dis- 
tributed through it So peculiar is the for- 
mation that some gentlemen who looked at it 
declared it waa artificial stono; that nature 
didnt make anything like that Yet it is 
solid, costly marbla Mr. Agnew, one of the 
contractors for the building, said it reminded 
him of hogshead cheese, and the comparison 
b apt It is the most extraordinary marbla 
ever brought here. There is nothing hke it 
in Chicago, In New York city it is only 
found in the wainscoting of tho Equitable 
life building and tho counter in Winslow, 
Lanier & Co.'a ban!: ia made of it.—St. Paui

Them Away 


"Hay, Cooney, look a dare! De sewer's 


afiroj Dey's n pumpin water into it to put 
der fire out! Hi!" 


"Ah, you blokes from Brooklyn don't know 


nothin'. Dat's only do 'lectric wire hole." 


A citizen who heard this conversation be- 


tween two newsboys looked in the direction 
of their glance, and saw vapor coming in 
thick white volumes from a sub.way manh ole 
in Broadway, opposite Wall street. Elbow- 
ing his way through the small crowd of 
curious people around it, he noticed a man 
standing in tho street in the midst of the 
vapor, turning the handle of a pump like ma- 
chine, a pipe from which led into the hole. 


"What are you doing?" he asked the man. 
"I'm toornin' the wheel," answered the 


Irishman. 


"What ore you doing that for?" 
"To kape the mon olive." 
"What man?" 
"The mon in the hole. Don't bother me." 
The citizen doubted whether any man was 


in the hole, so dense was the white vapor that 
rolled out. It didn't see/m possible that any 
man could live there. But there proved to b» 
one, for presently a head and shoulders, fol- 
lowed by a stalwart body, popped out of the 
steaming hole like a "Black Crook" devil 
from the stage floor. It was rather a ghost 
like figure, for the hairs of its mustache and 
eyebrows were of waxy whiteness. The ap- 
parition's hands, too, were covered with white 
waxy scales. It emitted a very human eigb 
of relief and began to pick the scales frosn 
hands of flesh and rub the waxy hairs into a 
natural vivid red.

from the street and sends it down the pipe 
into the manholo. The pipe ends just where 
I sit." 


"That's to drive tho parafflno vapor out, I 


suppose?" 


"Not at all. That fan is worked all tho 


time any one ia hi tho manhole, whether he 
is using the paraffmo or not. 
In some of 


these manholes, not six feet below tho surf ace, 
one could not live five minutes without this 
supply of fresh air. 
This is due to the col 


lection there of tbo poisonous gases which 
literally fill the ground for many feet under 
the city. You always notice a strong smell 
of illuminating gas in a manhole, or even 
when a pavement is taken up. It is stronger 
at some times than at others, duo probably 
to different pressures which tho ga» compa- 
nies u°o. Tim illuminating gasia bad enouch. 
but it is chiefly the other kinds of gases that 
makes the fans or air pumps necessary 
Death lies in the gas without smell You 
don't know it's there till your bend gets dizzy 
and you fall senseless. So it is always 
necessary to fan out every manhole be- 
fore 
you venture into it, whether or 


not you detect any odor, and keep the 
fan 
moving all 
the while 
you're 
In- 


side. These fans have been in use a year 
or 
more. A 
man 
named 
Jones was 


Isilled in a manholo a year ago, and so many 
tumbled over aA had to bo carted to the 
hospital in ambulances that it got to be a 
serious matter. Even now that the fans are 
used, faomebody keels over while working on 
the cables every once in a while, and has to 
bo fixed up by the doctors. It was only a 
few days ago that I got a case myself, only 1 
did not become unconscious." 


"How does it feel?' 
"Oh, it's impossible to describo it. You get 


drowsy. Your fingers seem to drag as you 
movo them. You feel a i-athor pleasant lan- 
guor. You know you're going to drop off in 
a minute, but you have to exert yourself 
enough to stand up and climb out 
When I 


got to that point I did get out, though. The 
fresh air revived mo, but I had a thumping 
old beadacho for the rest of tho day."— Now 
York Sun.

inent street in tho West End wtien I heard a 
woman's scream and saw just beforome a 
young girl standing motionless, while tho 
flguro of an apparently young man was seen 
running in the distance. When 1 went to her 
assistance I learned that her purse had just 
been snatched by the man then far in tho per- 
spective. I attempted pursuit, but of course 
his escape was made, with the advantage he 
had on time. That incident reminded mo 
that if tho present prevalent custom of la- 
dies carrying their pocketbooks in their 
hands continue they may expect these ad- 
ventures, or, rather, misadventures.

fensive partisanship. The service was Buf- 
fering seriously from the incompetents 
who bad been given the places of experi 
eoced and capable men, and it was abso- 
lutely necessary to the efficiency of the 
service that those who had been removed 
solely for political purposes should be re- 
stored. Especially wag restoration due to 
the veterans who bad suffered uom the 
hostility of the Democratic Administration. 
The postponement was brief, but it was 
sufficient to allow of great improvement in 
tbe character of tbe service and to do jus- 
lice to the men who had been faithful and 
competent officials. It will ba in place to 
observe here that the application of civil 
rales to tbe railway mart service is not 
working with entire satisfaction. Those in 
charge of this branch of tbe postal service, 
the most difficult of any, complain tbat 
since tbe classification they do not as a rule 
get suitable men, and tbat tbe inevitable 
result mast be damaging to the efficiency 
of the service.

The Pension Office investigation baa 


not progressed sufficiently to give any defi- 
nite idea of what ita outcome will be. The 
Pension Office officials appear to be aerene 
and satisfied to abide by the findings of tbe 
commission, and claim to be confident 
that nothing will be shown by the investi- 
gation that reflects upon the management 
of the Pension Bureau, but possibly some 
crookedness emong medical examiners who 
bave Uken advantage of Commissioner 
Taiiuer's loudly proclaimed liberality to 
the pensioners. 
But already theie ap 


pears to bave come over those who were 
tu tt largo LUVtlsUce inatruuiuniai in bring- 
ing about tho investigation a belief that 
there ia not so great a mare's nest of cor- 
ruption in tbe Pension Office as was at first 
•opposed. Corporal Turner's recent dig< 
lified and sensible attitude in regard to 
tbe investigation baa .really disarmed bis 
dtterest enemies. The course now pur- 
sued by those v;ho have been loudest in 
iroclaimiug against the iniquities of the 
Pension Office is to assert that the Secre- 
tary of the Interior, who ordered the inves 
igalion, and Assistant Secretary Bussey, 
whom they bave persistently set down us 
m enemy of Tnnuer, are now engaged in 
rying to whitewash tbe Commissioner and 
hat the recently appointed commission 
-vas named for that purpose. It is quite 
ipparent tbat in their ze&l the enemies ol 
fanner bave told a large number of fla- 
grant untruths. It is highly probable thut 
•he investigation will show som<? irregular- 
ties, and some of the un-lor officials, such 
11 medical referees, miy be shown to be 
»rong in their construction of the law, bnl 
beyond permitting some cases to go through 
vithout a more thorough examination al 
lis fciends unhesitatingly claim that the 
Commissioner will bs found entirely inno- 
cent of any wrong doing. 


New and Liberal Bale for Mutilated 


Currency. 


Tbe new United States Treasurer, J. N. 


Huston, baa issued some revised regula- 
tions in reference to the issuance and re- 
demption of currency. The feature of par- 
ticular interest relates to the redemption of 
mutilated currency. Heretofore tbe rule 


s been to redeem at their face value all 


worn and tattered U. S. notes, wbere the 
quantity presented for redemption exceeded 
nine-tenths of the original proportion, and 
to receive at a discount at tbe rate of ten 
per cent, for every one-tenth less than 
nine-tenths down to one-half ol tbe whole 
note. Fragments less than one-half have 
not been redeemed at all unless accompa- 
nied by satisfactory evidence that tbe re- 
mainder of the note had been destroyed. 
Under the new rule of Secretary Huston 
if three-fifths of the cote be presented for 
redemption tbe face value would be given; 
if less than three-fifths and more tban two 
fifths, then fifty per cent, of "the face value 
will be given. The face value of less tban 
three-fifths will be given wbere it can be 
.shown that the remainder has been de- 
stroyed. 
It is presumed that this new rale 


applies equally to Gold and Silver certifi- 
cates, which were in the same category 
with the United States notes under the old 
regulations. The cbangn gives great satis- 
faction to all who handle Government 
paper. 


The retirement of 
Major Alexander 


Sharp on account of age reduces tbe num- 
ber of paymasters of the army to thirty-two, 
leaving tbe quota three in excess of the 
number fixed by the act of 1881, which 
was passed through the efforts of a Con- 
gressman who was disappointed in not 
getting a candidate of his appointed to one 
of these positions. 
For the first year or 


two tbe army did not enffor from the re- 
duction, but within the last two years there 
has been a material increase in tbe labors 
of this department by reason of more fre- 
quent payments to troops, and with each 
rodaction of tho foroo tbo oamoo boooues 
more crippled. It is the desire of tbe de- 
partment to 
make 
monthly payments 


throughout tbe army, but as the retire- 
ments continue it becomes necessary to re- 
duce instead of increase the number of 
posts so paid. 
A determined effort will 


bq made during the next Congress to have 
the number of paymasters increased to 
forty. 
With the whole army crying for 


more frequent payments, and the favorable 
recommendations of the officials, and tbe 
bard work that will be done by outsiders 
who bave designs on tbe desirable posi- 
tions, legislation in Ibis direction would 
teem reasonably certain. 


It ia not necessary to go to London to

They exist in New York City and 
almost every large city of the East wbere 
ready-made clothing is 
manufactured. 


The investigation set on foot by a delega- 
tion of the Tailor's Union of Boston, who 
visited New York City for the purpose ol 
looking into the condition of their fellow 
workmen, reveals a state of affairs scarcely 
to be believed.
